a. Medical care of dependents: 


Present Agency policy encourages tie sending of dependents 
to overs e as stations. Depending on the area of assignment, this 
■ay be fortunate or otherwise. Certainly the niceties conducive 
to family living are available at many overseas stations peroitting, 
not infrequently, a standard of living beyond normal custom. 

Ho w e ve r , in a significant number of areas, such niceties are 
lacking and with them certain fundamentals. One such fundamental 
Is the existence of adequate aedical support. 


Adequate aedical support in certain areas is unavailable 
or is & only as a result of expensive a nd lengthy trans- 

portation. £a certain of these areas we have placed Agency 
medical personnel in support of the station. However, care of 
dependents in such instances is not authorized. 


Xt is believed that a more realistic approach to the 
problem of medical care of dependents in hardship areas is required.
